The following letter was written by 
Keno Smith, a brother of Mrs. A lbert 
Yates, of this city , to a brother in 
Polo. 
T he story of the gold-seek ers is 
interestingly told, and wo are p ermit 
ted to cop y the letter for the benefit of 
ou r readers. 
It Is dated a t Lak e Lin 
dorrnan, 
British Colu mbia, 
May 22 
18 9 8 : 
W ell, it is almost the first of Ju ne 
and we are still m elting snow for 
water, and waiting for the ice to go 
ou t. 
W e arc at the foot of L ak e Lin 
dorrnan, which is sep arated from Lak e 
Bennett by a cany on abou t a mile long 
and the w ater is v ery swift throu gh it 
W e will tak e ou r boats throu gh loaded 
if the water in high enou gh, and emp ty 
if it is not, and hav e ou r ou tfit hau led 
across. 
Ev ery one is bu ilding boats, 
and the two lak es look lik e an immense 
ship -y ard. 
No m atter which way y ou 
look , y ou can see nothing bu t tents and 
boats, from canoes to scows, and ev en 
steamboats. 
W e hav e bu ilt two boats, 
a largo one and e, smaller one, for p ol­ 
ing u p stream , and ev ery one say s we 
hav e the best boats they hav e seen 
W e finish calk ing, p itching and p a int­ 
ing them tomorrow, and nex t day (the 
24th) we help to celebrate the Q u een’s 
birthday . 
They hav e q u ite a p rogram arranged, 
consisting of boat races, foot races, 
jumping, etc. 
I went to Dy ea some 
time ago, started from here at 4 o’clock 
in the morning, and went to the top of 
the mountain (Chilkoot Pass,) which is 
seventeen miles ami dragged a sled 
along. 
From there I 
went to Sheep 
Camp three miles further, and got 
there about eleven, and staid there 
for 
dinner. 
After 
dinner 
1 
wont 
to 
Dy ea 
which 
is 
six teen 
miles 
further and 
walked 
several 
miles 
around 
Dy ea, 
buy ing 
supplies 
and doing various errands. 
1 wore a 
pair of hip boots that weigh seven 
pounds, and y ou can guess whether 1 
was tired or not. 
The ice here is get­ 
ting in bad condition and none of us 
venture on it. 
Three men have been 
drowned to far as is known, but the re­ 
port published in the papers, of twenty - 
two men being drowned near Crater 
Lake, is a lie, a s is also the stories as 
to how people are dy ing oil. 
Of course 
some people are dy ing, as is only 
nat. 
ural, when y ou consider how* many peo­ 
ple are here working hard and ex pos­ 
ing themselves in every way ima gin­ 
able. 
You have no idea how men work 
here. 
If people wore to work their 
horses in the United States, as men 
work here, the Humane Society would 
have them all in jail. 
They told us 
tha t when we reached the Summit 
every thing would be easy , but we fa il­ 
ed to find it so. 
After reaching the 
Summit y ou have to go down to Crater 
Lake, and here is how I took a sled 
down the first time when the going was 
good, 
i set a rough lock under each 
runner, tied three fifty pound sacks on 
a rope and trailed them behind and 
and stuck the end of a pole into the 
-now in front of the sled as a brake 
and managed to get along fairly well, 
but the hill finally got so bad that the 
only way to take a sled down, with any 
safety , was to lash y our load ou tight 
and turn it right over on it> side. 
We camped abou t one mile from tin 
oead of Lak e Linderman. and ou r day s 
work consisted of drawing a sled to the 
su mmit, a distance of 9 miles, and 
bringing home a load of from 300 to 50< 
p ou nds. 
We mov ed from there to the 
fo t of Linderman, abou t s miles, and 
*wo of u s to the sled hau led as high a- 
1.100 p ou nds. 
When y ou come to bu ild 
a boat all y ou hav e to do is to whip - 
-aw y ou r lu m ber and go ahead with 
y o jr boat, bu t if y ou hav e a gru dg. 
.,gain?-t any one and get a chance, ju -t 
:iv e them the top sideof the whip -saw- 
ng p rop osition, and call ev ery thing 
sq u are. 
All the top m an has to do i> 
to p u ll the saw back u p , the man be 
low does all the work . 
W e wa ked abou t a mile acro-s tin 


lak e and three-q u arters of a m ile u p 
the hills into the tim ber and sawed ou r 
lu mber and then all y ou had to do was 
to p u t a rop e on one end of y ou r boards 
and lead them down to the lak e, ov er 
fallen trees, bou lders, etc., and then 
sled them home. 
Oh, it was a snap , 
bu t we got p retty good lu mber, consid­ 
ering what some of them got. 
Most of 
ou r logs wou ld sq u are six inches or 
more, and for the small boat we sawed 
the boards I of an inch thick at one 
side and 4 inch thick on the other, lik e 
clap boards, and it is the only sawing of 
the k ind done on the lak e. 
W e hav e been tak ing things easy for 
some time, bu t ex p ect to p u t in a good 
day tomorrow. 
Bennett City is only a 
mile away and things are q u ite liv ely 
there. 
T here is a chu rch here that 
has serv ices every Su nday and had a 
sociable abou t a week ago. 
Cap t, Jack 
Crawford has spoken several times and 
recited some of his poems. 
He is a 
good talk er and some of his stories are 
q dte good. 
He spoke of the man tha t 
was so k nock -k need that 
one 
leg 
seemed to say to the other, “ if y ou’ll 
let me p ass this time, I’ll let y ou go by 
the nex t,” and told of h i- cattle ranch 
in Arizona, where 
it wa 13 miles one 
way to water, and 13 miles the other 
way to grass. 
W hen the cattle were 
at the w ater they were hu ngry , 
and 
when they got to the grass they were 
thirsty , and they wore themselv es ou t 
ru nning back and forth. 
T here are q u ite a good many women 
going in, a g re a t many more than a 
p erson wou ld think , and they 
are 
dressed in all sorts of clothes. 
Some 
lik e men, some lik e women, and all 
sorts of combinations between; bu t the 
most common ou tfit is short sk irts and 
ru bber boots, with all sorts of waists, 
hats, cap s and bonnets. 
Ev ery one is well and in good sp irits, 
and I hop e this finds ev ery one with 
y ou the same.

President McKinley has not appoint­ 
ed a single civilian who has not had 
ex perience in actual war to any im­ 
portant command. 
We hope tha t he 
will not do so 
The appointment of a 
few y oung gentlemen who have influ­ 
ential relatives as adjutant genera ls 
and aides-de-camp is in no manner ob­ 
jectionable, as these y oung gentlemen 
will simply perform clerical duties or 
carry orders. 
They do not give orders. 
The efforts of prominent people to in­ 
duce the President to appoint their 
sons and rela tives to important posi­ 
tions in the army have no effect upon 
the President. 
He was a soldier and 
he knows that a politician without ex ­ 
perience in war has nu business to at­ 
tempt *to command a regiment or a 
brigade in battle. 
The most remarka­ 
ble application of this sort on record is 
contained in a letter written 33 y ears 
ago by « the President of the United 
S a te s to the general commanding 
our 
armies:

30, 1899, under th e h eading “ Botanical 
Inv estigations and Ex p eriments, Div is­ 
ion of Botany ,” contains th e following 
clause: 
“ Th e 
Secretary of Agriculture is 
h ereby « auth orized,, to p urch ase sam­ 
p les of seed in op en market, test « same, 
and wh en found not up to standard h e 
may . at h is discretion, p ublish th e re­ 
sults of th ese tests, togeth er with th e 
names of th e seedsmen by wh om th e 
seeds were sold.” 
Th e p urch ase of seeds for th e tests 
auth orized under th is act will begin 
July 1, 1898. 
It will be th e aim of th e 
Dep artment of Agriculture in carry ing
